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TWINS born with only a 50 per 
cent chance of survival have 
been described as “little 
miracles” by their mother. 

Louise Khan, 35, and her hus¬ 
band Faizel, 31, from Rutland 
Court, Haverhill, endured an 
anxious and frightening preg¬ 
nancy once they were told their 
expected twins were mono- 
amniotic. 

Monoamniotic twins are identical and 
develop inside the same amniotic sac, 
creating a greater risk of health comp¬ 
lications. 

These types of twins are extremely rare, 
occurring in only one of 10,000 to 20,000 
pregnancies. 

Louise said: “It was so frightening 
knowing they were inside of me completely 
together, touching each other with a risk of 
their cords getting tangled up. 

“I knew there was nothing I could do and 
they were completely in God’s hands.” 

From 24 weeks, Louise was having one 
scan and three monitoring sessions a week 
and from 28 weeks was an inpatient at the 
Rosie Maternity Hospital in Cambridge. 

The twins’ umbilical cords had become 
tangled from 20 weeks, and while this was 
not posing an immediate threat then, by 29

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New stats shine 
light on sexual 
abuse problem 


THERE were 383 
recorded sex off¬ 
ences against child¬ 
ren in Suffolk last 
year, including 
rape, indecency and 
incest, new figures 
have revealed. 

The statistics 
came to light yest¬ 
erday after the 
NSPCC lodged a 
Freedom of In¬ 
formation request 
with every police 
force in England 
and Wales. 

Most reports dur¬ 
ing 2009/10 con¬ 
cerned children 
aged between 12 
and 15, but 28 vict¬ 
ims in the county 
were of pre-school 
age and 119 were 
aged 11 or under. 

Worryingly, the 
numbers also show 
that 93 of the 
known suspects 
were under-18 
themselves. 

Dan Russell, 
NSPCC head of 
service in the reg¬ 
ion, said: “Thous¬ 
ands of people 
come forward every 
year to report sex 
crimes against 
children but many 
victims are too 
young to ask for 
help. Others are too 
scared to tell any¬ 


one about their 
suffering until years 
later.” 

Suffolk police’s 
figures are fairly 
low, with the largest 
number of offences 
being recorded by 
London’s Metro¬ 
politan Police Auth¬ 
ority, with 3,672, 
followed by 1,531 
from West Midlands 
and 1,205 in West 
Yorkshire. 

However, Suff¬ 
olk’s figure are more 
than double those 
of neighbouring 
Cambridgeshire, 
with only 148 cases. 

Nationwide, there 
was an increase of 
2,000 recorded 
cases of sexual 
abuse in 2009/10 on 
figures for the 
previous year - 
leading the NSPCC 
to declare that at 
least 64 children are 
sexually abused 
every day in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

Mr Russell added: 
“The rise in rec¬ 
orded sex offences 
against children is a 
real concern and we 
need to find ways to 
help victims and 
change the beh¬ 
aviour of young 
offenders.”

DIY firm’s close down 
sparks jobs concern 


People are encouraged

DOZENS of jobs could 
be at risk after the 
administrators of a 
struggling DIY and 
gardening outlet ann¬ 
ounced closing down 
proceedings. 

The Focus DIY chain, 
which employs 33 members 
of staff at its branch in 
Cambridge Retail Park in 
Park Road, Haverhill, have 
started their final price- 
cutting sales at 178 stores 
across the UK and around 
3,000 jobs are expected to go. 

The administrators from 
accountancy firm Ernst & 
Young have said buyers have 
been found for 55 Focus 
stores but declined to 
comment on which branches 
had been sold, saying the 
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information was confidential 
at this stage. 

Rival DIY groups King¬ 
fisher, owner of B&Q, and 
Travis Perkins, who plan to 
re-brand the stores as 
Wickes, as well as discount 
homewares retailer B&M 
Bargains, have all been 
confirmed as the interested 
parties, with their purchases 
potentially safe-guarding up 
to 900 jobs. 

However, Ernst & Young 
have not been able to 
acquire a buyer for the whole 
business, meaning that even 
at branches being taken over, 
workers will need to re-apply 
for their jobs with no 
guarantee of success through 


the process. 

Simon Allport, one of the 
administrators, said: “We 
have been working hard to 
sell the business as a going 
concern and to maximise 
value for creditors. 

“While we have been 
successful in securing up to 
900 jobs from the sale of 55 
stores in three separate 
deals, finding a buyer for the 
whole of the business has not 
been possible.” 

Focus fell into admin¬ 
istration in early May after it 
was hit by low consumer 
confidence and a weak 
housing market, affecting 
sales and profits. 

Anne Gower, district and 
town councillor for Haverhill 
North ward, said: “It is awful 
when people lose their jobs 
in Haverhill, and especially 


when there are not many 
around in this economic 
climate. 

“When I have been in the 
store, the staff have always 
been fantastic and it seemed 
to me that local people were 
using the place a lot. 

"”I wish them all the best. 
Although it is not going to 
help short term, we have the 
new retail project going 
ahead on the old Project 
Office site and that will 
create more jobs in the near 
future.” 

Stock is now due to be 
liquidated during the 
closing-down sale and 
members of staff are 
expected to face redundancy. 

An announcement is due 
to be made on the identity of 
the branches to be taken over 
in the coming weeks.

Poverty study 
names Suffolk 


AREAS of Suffolk are as 
much in need of local and 
national financial support 
as some of the most 
deprived communities in 
the UK, new research has 
revealed. 

The study from Cambridge 
University, commissioned by The 
Suffolk Foundation, has been 
dubbed the Hidden Needs report 
and hopes to raise awareness 
about the scale and nature of 
social deprivation in Suffolk. 

The findings are being used by 
the Foundation - an independent 
grant-maker to local charities 
and community groups - to 
demonstrate to funding bodies 
that some communities do 
experience high levels of social 
disadvantage despite the 
perception of Suffolk as affluent 
and comfortable. 

The report from members of 
the Housing and Planning 
Research department stated that 
78,000 people in Suffolk live in 
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income poverty, including 19,000 
children under the age of 16, and 
that many parts of rural Suffolk 
experience some of the worst 
access to key services in England 
with a range of implications for 
older people and carers in 
particular. 

Meanwhile, more than 7 per 
cent of young people are not in 
education, employment or 
training - one of the highest rates 
for rural England. 

Stephen Singleton, chief 
executive of The Suffolk Found¬ 
ation, said: “As a community 
grant-maker, the independent 
nature of this research is impor¬ 
tant to us as we seek to under¬ 
stand better the scale and nature 
of social needs in Suffolk. 

“The report confirms that 
many of the needs in the county 
are hidden. Statistics have often 
shown us to be a county of 
averages and but we know that 


there is a lot of real wealth in the 
county, as well as real deprivation 
and disadvantage.” 

In the past, Suffolk charities 
have often reported they are 
overlooked for funding as there is 
a misconception that Suffolk “has 
no real need”. 

Keith Whitton, director at the 
Anglia Care Trust, welcomed the 
report. 

He said: “This is exactly what 
we have been waiting for - an 
independent, clear evidence- 
base that will strengthen our 
funding bids when seeking 
national funding to support 
Suffolk’s most vulnerable 
communities.” 

fane Storey, Suffolk County 
Council’s acting leader, added: 
“Any research that sheds real 
light on the support our local 
communities need is only ever 
going to benefit Suffolk. 

“We agree with the foundation 
that external funders often 
overlook Suffolk as an area with 
complex social needs.”

Shop owner’s 
anger over 
herbal ruling 


A HEALTH food 
store boss has like¬ 
ned a new European 
Union directive to 
“using a sledge¬ 
hammer to crack a 
nut”. 

Chele Martin, owner of 
the independent Natu¬ 
rally You shop in High 
Street, Clare, has slam¬ 
med the European law - 
which requires natural 
supplements to undergo 
testing before they are 
used - as expensive and 
unnecessary. 

The introduction of the 
Traditional Herbal Pro¬ 
ducts Directive (THMPD) 
in 2004 meant that all 
herbal medicinal pro-

ducts must obtain an 
authorisation to be sold 
within the EU, with 
companies also required 
to prove the products 
they are using have been 
in use within member 
states for at least 15 or 30 
years, or 30 years if 
outside. 

The directive, which 
aims to avoid cases of 
harmful potentially faulty 
drugs sweeping the 
European market, gave 
retailers the opportunity 
to sell stock up until April 
30 of this year, but now 
regulations are much 
tighter. 


Mrs Martin said: “The 
directive is discriminatory 
against herbals from 
outside the EU to the 
detriment of Chinese and 
ayurvedic traditions and 
is prohibitively expensive 
for the low-run traditional 
indigenous herbs. 

“The directive will force 
customers underground 
to buy their herbal supp¬ 
lements online from 
potentially unscrupulous 
suppliers.” 

A petition to Save 
Herbal Medicine has 
secured nearly half a 
million signatures from 
supporters in just two 
days calling for the 
suspension of the dir¬ 
ective.

“The offers we settled upon 
were all based on what our ten¬ 
ants told us was most important 
to them.” 

To help outline the plans, the 
partnership, which has an office 
in Manor Road, Haverhill, has 
drawn up a ‘Local Offers’ docu¬ 
ment with five sections - tenant 
involvement and empowerment, 
home standard, tenancy standard, 
neighbourhood and community 
standard and supported acc¬ 
ommodation. 

One of the key promises is a 
commitment to address anti¬ 
social behaviour, which has been 
under considerable scrutiny over 
recent weeks after a flat in the 
town’s Strasbourg Square was 
closed by police after its tenants 
caused serious problems for 
neighbours. 

Mrs Mayhew said: “We co¬ 
operated with Suffolk police to 


obtain a closure notice on 4 
Strasbourg Square in Haverhill 
following persistent anti-social 
behaviour over the past year. 

“Our tenants should not have to 
contend with such behaviour and 
we will always support legal 
action to protect them from the 
inconsiderate actions of a min¬ 
ority.” 

Other promises by the non¬ 
profit association, which currently 
manages 6,000 homes, include 
improving transparency around 
rent increases and maintenance 
arrangements. Tenants also asked 
for specialist support for sheltered 
housing residents to be explored. 

Mrs Mayhew added: “Through¬ 
out the year we will also ask 
residents for further opinions 
about our services to shape more 
promises for the following year. 

“Our tenants are at the heart of 
everything we do and it is vital to 
ensure that their needs are met 
and their opinions heard.”

A vigilant neighbour who heard 
suspicious noises chased Peters 
and grabbed him in a head-lock, 
but Peters wriggled free and fled, 
leaving a trail of stolen items 
behind him. 

Peters was linked by police to 
the break-in through DNA 
analysis of blood smears on some 
of the items dropped as he ran off. 

The court was told that Peters 
had committed the burglary to 
help fund his drug addiction. 

At the hearing in January, Mr 
Recorder David Anderson told 
Peters: “I think you are bright 
enough to realise that if this sort 
of behaviour continues you are 
going to spend a very consid¬ 


erable amount of your life behind 
bars.” 

Last week, the court was told 
Peters had been arrested foll¬ 
owing an attempted robbery in 
Great Cornard, near Sudbury on 
March 8. 

The victim had been a 17-year- 
old boy who was approached at 
7.30pm that evening in Pot Kiln 
Road by Peters. 

Peters pleaded guilty to a 
charge of attempted robbery and 
also admitted being in breach of 
the suspended sentence order. 

Judge John Devaux sentenced 
Peters to seven months in a Young 
Offenders’ Institution for the 
attempted robbery and activated 
11 months of the suspended 
sentence order, making a total 
custodial sentence of 18 months.

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I had to learn to 
now I’m looking 

T OM McKenzie 
is every inch 
the successful 
man. A happily 
married 30-year-old 
from Linton, he 
runs a thriving 
recruitment 
business and has 
two beautiful 
children. But getting 
to this point has 
been a battle. 

When he was just 6 
years old, Tom had 
surgery to save his leg 
from amputation; since 
then he’s had a total of 48 
operations, meaning 
much of his life has been 
spent in hospital. 

“Even now my dad 
says to me ‘if we’d have 
known that you were 
going to have to have so 
many, I’m not sure we’d 
have still gone through 
with the original 
operation’,” says Tom. 
“But you can’t live your 
life on ifs, huts, maybes. 
You just live with what 
you’ve got, and adapt.” 

The story begins when 
Tom was 5. Skidding 
around on icy leaves 
with his friends one day, 
he fell badly, breaking his 
left leg. After six weeks in 
traction it seemed to 
heal, but six months later 
Tom’s mum Patricia 
spotted a bruise above 
his knee, and then 
noticed he was dragging

walk again: 
to the future 

At 6 years old, Tom McKenzie became the youngest 
patient to have pioneering bone replacement surgery. 
In total, he has undergone 48 operations - and defied 
doctors’ predictions that he would never be a dad. 

He talks to EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 


his leg when he walked. 

He was sent for a scan 
at Addenbrooke’s, where 
doctors broke the worst 
possible news: Tom had 
Ewing’s sarcoma, a form 
of bone cancer, and a 
tumour was growing in 
his leg. 

“I had to have 
chemotherapy, but to be 
honest there’re only 
parts I can remember; I 
think your 

consciousness blocks a 
lot of your memory out,” 
says Tom. 

After 18 months of 
intensive chemo, the 
tumour seemed to have 
disappeared, but Tom’s 
parents were told that 
the only way of being 
sure was to amputate his 
leg. 

By chance, Patricia 
came across a 
newspaper article about 
someone in a similar 
situation: they’d been 
saved from amputation 
by having an artificial 
bone inserted. 

It seemed to be the 
answer to their prayers, 
and they contacted the 
Royal Orthopaedic 
Hospital in Birmingham, 


where the operation had 
been done. 

“I was just under a 
week away from having 
my amputation when we 
were booked in. They 
hadn’t done a bone 
replacement on anyone 
so young before; the 
person they’d done it on 
before was in their 20s,” 
says Tom. “I was only 6.” 

During an all-day 
operation, Tom’s femur 
was removed, and 
replaced with an 
aluminium prosthesis. It 
was a complete success. 

“The first thing I 
remember was getting 
out of the bed, and it was 
like I’d stepped on the 
moon; my legs were just 
stuck to the ground 
because the bone felt so 
heavy,” he says. “I 
couldn’t, just couldn’t 
walk. I had to learn 
again, like being taught 
from a baby.” 

It was, he says, a 
frightening experience: 
“Even now I sometimes 
have memories in 
nightmares of what 
happened during that 
time. 

“But fortunately it was 


a great hospital; there 
was a real family-type 
atmosphere, and that 
really helps the healing 
process.” 

As he grew, Tom had to 
have many more 
operations; every six 
months ball bearings 
would be inserted into 
the prosthesis to 
lengthen it. But 
problems like infections 
and dislocations all 
meant additional 
surgery, and each time 
he had to learn to walk 
from scratch. 

“Inevitably I was 
bullied at school, mainly 
because I didn’t have any 
hair when I was having 
chemotherapy, and then 
because I couldn’t walk 
properly. You do get 
called names, but I didn’t 
really feel anything, to be 
honest,” he grins. 
“Everybody gets called 
names.” 

Did he ever feel sorry 
for himself? “I suppose I 
did, but there’s always 
someone else worse off - 
you’d see someone who 
had had their leg 
amputated.”

became a part of life for 
Tom. He had lessons at 
his bedside, and made 
close friends with fellow 
patients who were going 
through the same thing. 
And Tom admits that, in 
his younger days, he 
assumed he’d eventually 
die there: “A couple of 
my really close friends 
died, so I thought well, 
the end of this is that I’m 
not going to come out.” 

And when Tom was 14, 
that almost happened. 
“I’d just had an 
operation, and when I 
came home I said I 
wanted to do my SATs,” 
he recalls. “1 got to the 
school hall and had my 
leg up on a chair, and it 
felt like I kept getting 
cramp, but 100 times 
worse than cramp, with 
pains shooting up and 
down my leg.” 

Tom couldn’t finish the 
exam and went home in 
agony. “I was in the bath 
for hours, because it was 
the only thing that would 
calm it down. The local 
doctors said that it was 
just because of the 
operation, but I knew 
something wasn’t right.” 

It wasn’t. Tom had 
deep vein thrombosis, 
and it was spreading fast. 
Eventually he was 
rushed to hospital “and 
they said it could’ve been 
fatal if we’d left it another 
24 hours. So I had to 
have another operation 
for that”. 

The surgery 
continued, with Tom 
eventually having a hip 
replacement. Each time 
he’d bravely grin and 
bear it, but one day it all 
became too much. 

“I must’ve been about 
16 or 17.1 had an 
operation, and I was 
about to go home, but 
the wound wasn’t 
healing.” 

When pus started 
oozing from his leg, Tom 
realised it had become 
infected: “They put me 
on strong antibiotics, 
and then they had to 
take the bone out, clean 
it, and put it back in 
again, wrapped in 
antibiotics to dissolve 
within the leg to try and 
kill off anything that was 
in there. 

“That was the worst 
time that I’ve ever had. 

I’d gone through all of 
these operations, and 


then all of a sudden the 
leg could’ve gone 
anyway because of the 
infection. The doctor 
came in and said ‘Look 
Tom, I’m not sure how 
long we can carry on 
doing this’.” 

Tom had to spend 
three dark months in 
hospital: “I just wanted it 
over, either way. I was 
being sick every day 
because of the 
antibiotics, I was dizzy 
all the time, and I was 
missing out on so much. 

“I remember saying to 
my dad: ‘I just don’t want 
it any more’. There was 
no light at the end of the 
tunnel; all I could see 
was either amputation or 
me never getting out.” 

But although 
amputation may have 
seemed like a good 
option, Tom could never 
have had a false leg: 
“They would have to 
have amputated to the 
top of the hip, so there 
was nothing to attach it 
to,” he explains. “I’d have 
been on crutches or in a 
wheelchair the whole 
time.” 

Fortunately Tom made 
a full recovery, but not 
long after he faced 
another setback when 
blood tests revealed that, 
because of the damage 
done by the 
chemotherapy, he only 
had a 10 per cent chance 
of having children. 

“I was devastated, 
absolutely devastated,” 
he says. 

He needn’t have 
worried: his girlfriend 
Becky - now his wife - 
fell pregnant soon after 
they’d started seeing 
each other. “It was the 
best thing that ever 
happened,” grins Tom, 
who’s dad to Rosie, 8, 
and Charlie, 5. 

It’s now been five years 
since Tom had an 
operation, but his 
problems are ongoing. 
Tom’s left leg is six 


centimetres shorter than 
his right, meaning that 
he suffers from chronic 
back pain. 

But for Tom the worse 
part isn’t the pain, it’s the 
fact that he can’t do 
certain things with 
Charlie, like playing 
football: “I can only 
watch him kick a ball 
about in the garden, and 
that’s really hard.” 

Tom has just done a 
tandem skydive to raise 
money for a new 
playroom at the hospital 
where he spent so much 
of his childhood. 

“I wouldn’t have got 
through it if it hadn’t 
been for Birmingham; it 
was a home from home,” 
he said. “And even now I 
go back twice a year for 
check-ups and intensive 
physiotherapy to 
strengthen the leg.” 

And Tom says he can’t 
thank the hospital 
enough for what they’ve 
done for him. “I feel like 
I’m the positive side of it 
all,” he explains. “I do 
face problems daily: I 
can’t stand up for long, I 
can’t help Becky much in 
the house, and I have to 
grit my teeth when I walk 
to work.

“I’m not going to 
live for yesterday and 
what could have 
happened, I look to 
tomorrow and what can 
happen.”

PIRATES OF THE CARRIBEAN:

JOHNNY Depp’s impressive 
resume is littered with oddballs 
- from the heartbreaking title 
role in Edward Scissorhands 
and iconic B-movie director Ed 
Wood to a creepily childlike 
Willy Wonka and the maddest 
Hatter ever to grace Alice’s 
Wonderland. 

Yet of all his roles, he is 
probably best known as seadog 
Jack Sparrow in the Pirates Of 
The Caribbean films. 

Alas, if the third chapter of the 
series, At World’s End, was a 
water-logged bore, On Stranger 
Tides is moored in similar 
shallows, almost capsizing 
during an uneventful middle 
section that should have been 
edited to take the running time 
below two hours. 

The introduction of 3D doesn’t 
help either, making scenes 
seem darker, including a night¬ 
time attack by a school of 
mermaids that is a whirl of 
digital gloom. 

This time, Jack (Depp) joins 
forces with Barbossa (Geoffrey 
Rush) to locate the Fountain Of 
Youth: one of the world’s last 


undiscovered treasures. The 
quest becomes more perilous 
when Jack is forced aboard the 
Queen Anne’s Revenge, 
captained by legendary pirate 
Blackbeard (Ian McShane), who 
is also seeking the fountain, 
aided by his daughter, Angelica 
(Penelope Cruz). 

Using all his guile, Jack must 
outwit Blackbeard and Angelica 
and reach the Fountain before 
his rivals. 

En route, he crosses paths with 
rotund King George II (Richard 
Griffiths) and a hunky priest 
(Sam Claflin), whose attraction 
to one of the mermaids (Astrid 
Berges-Frisbey) tests his faith. 
Pirates Of The Caribbean: On 


Stranger Tides starts off 
promisingly with a fast-paced 
sequence in London. 

Once the film takes to the water, 
the plot springs leaks and the 
screen chemistry between Cruz 
and Depp surprisingly never 
catches light. 

McShane is a woefully 
ineffectual villain while Rush 
seems to be daydreaming of 
happier times on The King’s 
Speech. 

Depp is still funny but even his 
considerable talent cannot keep 
an entire blockbuster afloat. The 
film runs aground courtesy of 
Marshall’s plodding direction 
and a lifeless script.

Focusing 


M owing the 

lawn becomes a 
weekly job as 
spring turns to summer, 
so it’s important to 
choose the right model 
for the job. 

With this in mind, some 33 
models of three different types 
of mower were tested by 
Which? Gardening to find the 
best type, taking into account 
ease of use, cutting 
effectiveness and comfort of 
the handles and controls. 

Some 17 corded electric 
mowers were tested, ranging 
from wheeled rotary types 
with four wheels, sometimes 
with a rear roller, to hover 
mowers which float on a 
cushion of air. 

In trials it was found that 
wheeled types were best for a 
typical family lawn of up to 
150 square metres, but if you 
need an extension lead longer 
than 25m, a small petrol 
mower might be worth 
considering. 

Testers rated each mower 
on its ability to cope with 
different types of grass, how it 
managed lawn edges up to a 
soil border and the capacity of 
the grass box.

Each mower was also rated 
for ease of use, including how 
easy it was to empty the grass 
collector, adjust the handle 
and cutting heights, push in 
straight lines and round 
corners and turn the mower. 
Among the best buy corded 
electric mowers were the 
Bosch Rotak 40 Ergoflex 
(£170), with its new-style 
adjustable handles and lawn 
combs which cut up to a lawn 
edge, and the Wolf-Garten 
Power Edition 37E (£219), a 
nippy and manoeuvrable 
mower, which tackled long, 
damp and rough grass with 
ease. Petrol mowers come into 
their own on lawns more than 
150 square metres, as you 
don’t need power sockets or 
extension leads. They tend to 
be better for tackling longer 
grass and areas of rough grass 


on grassroots issues 


and meadow. 

In this category, the Honda 
Izy (£350) came out tops, 
being easy to start and user 
friendly. It cut quickly and 
effectively on the test lawns, 
coping with long, short and 
rough grass well. The only 
drawbacks are the weight and 
stiff height adjusters, testers 
found. Also high among the 
petrol mowers was the Hayter 
Spirit (£270), a sleek, robust 
mower that coped with all the 
lawn tests and has an easy-to- 
clean plastic deck. 

None of the cordless 
mowers trialled achieved best 
buy status because the battery 
only allows you to cut for a 
limited period before it needs 
recharging. 

The Bosch 34 Li nearly 
made it, but the battery only 
lasted 15 minutes, enough to 
cut 150 square metres in the 
test. It takes an hour to 
recharge, which testers felt 
was limiting, and a spare 
battery costs £150. 

Among the best buy 
mowers for small lawns, 
taking into account 
manoeuvrability in cutting a 
typical small family lawn, the 
Flymo Venturer (£65) came 
out the top scorer overall.

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home.

Hybrids save an average 
of £500 a year at pumps 


RESEARCH has shown that 
choosing hybrid - such as the 
Toyota Auris Hybrid pictured 
above - over an equivalent 
petrol car could save you 
considerably more money than 
you might have first thought. 

TheGreenCarWebsite.co.uk 
analysed the fuelling costs of a 
number of hybrid models now 
available to buy in the UK and 
compared them to an 
equivalent petrol car. 

The results were impressive 
- on average it was found that 
buying a new hybrid car 
instead of a petrol equivalent 
could save you on average 
over £500 a year in refuelling 
costs. 

While the purchase price of a 
hybrid model tends to be 
higher than an ordinary petrol 
model, the difference in miles 
per gallon capabilities means 
that you could recover the 


additional outlay within four 
years. Add this to the strong 
residual values for a typical 
hybrid model and you could 
find that the initial expense is 
well worth it. 

The website’s editor Faye 
Sunderland said: “While 2011 
was widely predicted to be the 
year of the electric car, in 
terms of real market presence 
and accessibility, then 2011 is 
a breakthrough year for 
hybrids.”
